FREDERICK LOVEJOY ELECTED PRESIDENT 
OF THE BIO GRANDE. 

New Yorks, Sept. 26.--{Special. |—Freder- 
ick Lovejoy, of Philadelphia, was elected a 
Director and President of the Denver & Rio 
Grande Railroad this afternoon. Mr. Love- 
joy is a man of large means and was former- 
iy General Manager of the Adams Ex- 
press Company. His business connec- 
tion with the express company, which 
had extended over about! thirty years, 
Was dissolved a few months ago. He was 
induced to go into the Directory and accept 
the Presidency of the Denver & Rio Grande 
by personal friends who have eat confi- 
dence in his energy and admin ive ca- 

ity. His election as President was warm- 
ly urged by Col. J. C. Reiff. During the 
ar Mr. Lovejoy had charge of the express 
business for all of the Northern armies. It 
is stated that his assumpwon of the manage- 
ment of the Denver & Rie Grande will bri 
to that road the support of Mr. A. J. Cassa 
Mr. C. F. Woerishoffer, Mr. W. IL. Scott, the 
Drexels, and other capitalists. Mr. Lovejoy 
expects to go over the road immediately and 
inspection of it, He said 
today that in his efforts to improve and de- 
velop the road and its resources he expected 
to have the earnest cooperation of all 
the Directors.

Shore and New York Central had a 
differential rate of $16 on second-class busi- 
ness from Chicago to New York. Those 
lines charged $17, the full tariff rate. State- 
ments were produced to show that all the 
lines allowed a differential rate, except the 
Baitimore & Ohio, had drawn far ahead 
of@tieir percentages. Their rates were 
advanced to the full tariff, and the only line 
left to offer the differential was the ti- 
more & Ohio.
